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NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Safety-razor  Blade  Export  Group. — Mr.  E.  H.  Cooper  has 
temporarily  taken  over  the  duties  of  chairman  of  this  Group  from 
Colonel  F.  A.  Neill. 

Exports  Prohibited. — The  Board  of  Trade  has  made  an  Order 
under  which  all  exports  to  Algeria,  Tunisia,  and  the  French  zone 
of  Morocco  are  prohibited.  The  Order  comes  into  force  at  once. 

Trading  with  the  Enemy. — The  Board  of  Trade  announces  the 
issue  of  a  new  Order  which  contains  more  than  200  additions 
to  the  "black  list"  of  traders  in  neutral  countries  with  whom  it  is 
unlawful  to  have  dealings  of  any  kind.  Further  additions  will  be 
made  in  the  near  future.  Copies  of  the  Order — Trading  with  the 
Enemy  (Specified  Person)  (Amendment)  (No.  8)  Order,  1940 — may 
be  obtained  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  or  through  any  bookseller. 

Insuring  Foodstuffs. — All  traders  holding  foodstuffs  for  sale 
exceeding  ;^2oo  in  value  are  now  required  by  a  Board  of  Trade 
Order  to  insure  them  against  "King's  enemy  risks."  The  Order 
is  made  under  Section  9  of  the  War  Risks  Insurance  Act,  1939, 
and  applies  to  traders  licensed  under  the  Food  Control  Committees 
(Local  Distribution)  Order,  1939.  For  the  purpose  of  the  Order, 
food  means  "anything  used  by  man  for  food,"  and  includes  any 
flavouring  matter  or  condiment  and  any  substance  which  ordinarily 
enters  into  or  is  used  in  the  composition,  manufacture,  or  preparation 
of  human  food .  It  includes  tea ,  coffee  and  cocoa ,  but  does  not  include 
beverages!  in  liquid  form. 

Toluene  Control  Order. — The  Control  of  Toluene  (No.  i)  Order, 
1939,  has  been  in  force  since  No\  ember  16,  1939.  and  it  has  now 
been  found  necessary  to  revise  the  Order  and  reissue  it  as  the 
Control  of  Toluene  (No.  2)  Order.  The  new  Order  came  into  force 
on  July  5,  1940,  and  has  been  agreed  by  the  Toluene  Advisory 
Committee,  on  which  the  industry  is  strongly  represented,  and,  while 
recast  in  an  entirely  new  wording,  does  not  differ  greatly  from 
the  previous  Order.  The  main  points  of  difference  may  be  sum- 
marised as  follows;  (i)  British  subjects  trading  in  toluene  abroad 
are  brought  under  control;  (2)  the  price  schedule  is  detached  from 
the  price  of  motor  benzole  and  actual  prices  are  set  forth  in  the 
Order.  These  will  be  subject  to  review  from  time  to  time  as  necessity 
arises. 

Claims  on  France. — With  a  view  to  approaching  the  Government 
to  assist  firms  who  had  supplied  or  had  contracted  to  supply  the 
French  Government  with  goods  or  raw  material  of  Colonial  origin, 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  circularised  L^nited  Kingdom 
trade  associations  asking  that  particulars  should  be  sent  to  them  at 
Chamber's  Offices,  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.4.  Claims  should 
be  sent  in  in  respect  only  of  goods  of  Colonial  origin  sent  by  firms 
whose  principals  are  domiciled  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Goods 
produced  or  manufactured  in  this  country  are  covered  by  the 
machinery  of  the  Export  Credits  Guarantee  Department.  Parti- 
culars should  be  suppUed  under  three  heads :  Goods  actualh-  sent 
but  not  paid  for ;  goods  which  had  been  dispatched  but  were 
diverted  while  in  transit,  with  particulars  of  any  financial  loss 
that  may  have  been  caused ;  and  goods  for  which  contracts 
ha\-e  been  entered  into  and  which  now  cannot  be  accepted  or  which 
have  been  diverted,  again  with  particulars  of  any  loss  that  ma}'  be 
involved.  Particulars  are  also  asked  of  the  financing  of  the 
transactions. 

Lighting  Offence. — A  light  accidentally  left  on  at  the  premises 
of  Underwood  &  Co.,  chemists,  Edgware  Road,  London,  W.,  led  to 
Eric  Bottomley,  an  assistant,  being  fined  £2  at  Marylebone  Police 
Court  recently.  A  policeman  said  he  found  a  reflected  light  coming 
through  the  top  of  the  shop  window. 


Fire. — There  was  an  outbreak  of  fire  on  July  3  at  the  pharmacv 
of  Mr.  A.  G.  Richards,  M.P.S.,  Llanhilleth. 

Manchester  Golf. — The  annual  competition  for  the  Woolley 
trophy  and  replica  was  played  at  Mere  Country  Club  recently, 
when  James  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  acted  as  hosts.  The  leading 
returns  were;  F.  D.  Gee,  78  (Woolley  trophy  and  replica)  ;  W.  E. 
Phillipson,  T.  Miller  and  S.  M.  Bostock,  each  82,  tied  for  second 
place.  A  putting  competition  arranged  for  the  ladies  was  won  by 
Mrs.  C.  Stevens.  Mrs.  S.  Watson  presented  prizes  to  the  successful 
players,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Messrs.  Woolley,  proposed  by  the 
captain  (Mr.  C.  L.  Compston),  was  carried  with  acclamation  and 
acknowledged  by  Colonel  S.  Watson. 

University  of  London  Examination  Results. — The  following 
students  passed  the  B.Pharm.  examination,  1940,  of  the  University 
of  London  ; — ^Internal  :  Bean,  H.  S. :  Bhatt,  R.  H. ;  Coleman,  J.  S. ;

Peterborough  Pharmacies  to  be  Dressing  Stations. — Peter- 
borough Chemists'  Association,  with  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council,  have  drawn  up  a  scheme  whereby  certain  chemists'  shops 
in  the  city  can  be  used  as  auxiliary  dressing-stations  in  case  of  air 
raids.  Some  of  the  pharmacies  will  be  available  during  business  hours 
and  thereafter  when  an  air  raid  takes  place,  while  others  will  be 
available  onlj-  during  business  hours.  At  each  shop  a  sign 
"Auxiliary  Dressing  Station"  will  be  displayed.  Gas  cases  will  not 
be  treated. — Of  thirteen  members  of  the  staffs  of  Peterborough 
chemists  who  sat  for  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  first-aid 
examination,  on  June  18,  twelve  passed. 

Withdrawal  of  Authorities. — The  Home  Secretary  has  with- 
drawn the  authorities  granted  by  the  Regulations  macle  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  to  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners 
to  be  in  possession  of  and  to  supply  any  drug  or  preparation  to  which 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  1937,  or  drug  to  which  the 
Raw  Opium,  etc..  Regulations,  1937,  S-PP^y.  from  the  following  : 
Warren  George  Rees  Morris,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R,C.P.,  Combe  Down 
House,  Combe  Down,  Bath ;  George  Frederick  Noel  Taylor,  L.R.C.P. , 
L.R.C.S.,  c/o  Bank  of  Montreal,  Threadneedle  Street,  London, 
E.C.I ;  Riccardo  Vicchi,  also  known  as  Vicchi  Borghesi,  M.D.,  58 
Great  Russell  Street,  London,  W.C.i. 

■Warning  to  Chemists. — It  has  been  brought  to  our  notice  that 
a  man  has  recently  been  entering  pharmacies  in  the  London  area 
asking  for  a  tin  of  a  proprietary  brand  of  food  which  he  puts  into 
his  pocket  while  pretending  to  find  the  necessary  money  in  another 
pocket.  He  then  declares  that  he  has  come  out  without  any  money 
and  suggests  that  he  should  go  home  for  some,  handing  back  a  tin 
from  his  pocket — presumably  the  one  just  handed  over  the  counter. 
The  man  does  not  return  to  the  shop,  and  it  is  subsequently  found 
that  the  tin  taken  from  his  pocket  is  filled  with  sand  or  soil.  The 
police  have  been  notified  of  this  person's  activities. 

Blackburn  Pharmacists'  Jubilee. — Alderman  C.  A.  Critchley, 
J. P.,  Ph.C  Adelaide  Terrace,  Blackburn,  this  month  completes 
fifty  years  in  the  profession  in  which  members  of  his  family  have 
been  engaged  for  well  over  123  years.  Serving  his  apprenticeship 
with  his  father,  Mr.  Thomas  Critchley,  J. P.,  who  died  in  1918  at 
the  age  of  eighty-four,  he  passed  the  Major  examination  of  the 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  afterwards 
assuming  a  share  in  the  control  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  business 

founded  by  his  father.  The  latter 
had  been  apprenticed  to  an  uncle 
who  was  in  business  as  a  chemist 
in  Church  Street,  Blackburn,  about 
the  middle  of  last  century,  and 
started  on  his  own  account  in 
King  William  Street  on  August  15, 
1863.  Apart  from  periodical  exten- 
sions, the  premises  have  remained 
untouched  down  to  the  present 
time  and  are  stUl  occupied  by  the 
family.  The  founder  of  the  business 
attained  a  wide  reputation  as  manu- 
facturer of  a  starch  gloss,  which 
found  a  market  in  all  parts  of  the 
Empire.  After  being  joined  by  his 
son,  he  developed  the  wholesale  side 
of  the  business,  and  commodious 
premises  in  Cardwell  Place,  then 
largely  used  as  a  store,  were  con- 
verted into  the  headquarters  of  the 
wholesale  branch  in  1920,  and  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical 
products  was  also  carried  on  at  these  premises.  Five  years  ago  a 
former  textile  factory  was  taken  over  in  Shaw  Street,  Blackburn, 
for  use  as  head  laboratory.  Today,  Alderman  Critchley  is  assisted 
by  his  son,  Mr.  Francis  George  Critchley,  who  qualified  in  1923. 
Members  of  the  family  have  taken  an  active  part  in  the  social 
and  religious  life  of  Blackburn  for  a  long  period.  Mr.  Thomas 
Critchley  was  a  magistrate  and  a  member  of  St.  Mary's  R.C.  Church. 

Succeeding  him  on  the  magisterial 
;  bench,  his  son  became  a  member 

of  the  Town  Council  in  1919,  joined 
the  alderraanic  bench  in  1933,  and 
was  mayor  from  1933-35.  Occu- 
pying the  presidency  of  Blackburn 
Chamber  of  Trade  for  two  years, 
the  Alderman  successfully  organised 
a  number  of  shopping  festivals ; 
served  on  a  special  committee 
appointed  to  place  the  Blackburn 
electricity  undertaking  on  a  success- 
ful basis,  and  is  now  the  chairman 
of  this  large  department.  His  father 
had,  in  his  time,  been  president  of 
the  old  Blackburn  Tradesmen's 
Association,  and  both  had  been 
connected  with  the  Guardian  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  Trade  almost 
from  its  establishment.  A  former 
chairman  of  Lancashire  Automo- 
bile Club,  Alderman  Critchley  has 
motored  extensively  at  home  and  abroad,  and  was  among  the  pilgrims 
to  be  received  in  audience  by  the  late  Pope  in  Rome.  Father  and 
son  were  former  chairmen  of  N.E.  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association 
and  members  of  that  body  from  its  inception.  Alderman  Critchley 
has  also  held  office  as  treasurer  and  discharged  similar  duties  in 
connexion  with  the  old  North-western  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical 
Societies.  In  the  long  list  of  apprentices  trained  by  the  two  are  many 
who  have  made  their  mark  in  the  profession.  A  memento  greatly 
prized  by  the  family  is  the  wages  book  relating  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Critchley's  apprenticeship  days.

Re-elected  Mayor. — Alderman  Joseph  F.  Costello,  M.P.S.I.,  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 
has  been  re-elected  Mayor  of  Galway  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year. 

Business  Changes. — Mr.  George  Valentine  Duffy,  Ph.C,  74 
Great  James  Street,  Londonderry,  has  purchased  the  business  of 
Miss  A.  L.  Connolly,  Ph.C,  iii  William  Street,  Londonderry.

Belfast  Examination  Results. — Of  thirty-nine  candidates  who 
sat  for  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  at  Belfast  on  June  24-28,  thirteen 
passed,  seventeen  were  referred,  and  nine  failed.

— Johnson  &  Johnson  (Great  Britain),  Ltd., 
24  St.  Enoch  Square,  Glasgow,  have  appointed  Mr.  R.  H.  Wright  as 
their  North  of  Scotland  representative  to  succeed  Mr.  A.  Henderson, 
now  manager. 

Aberdeen  Closing  Days. — Aberdeen  Town  Council  are  proposing 
to  make  a  ruUng  to  fix  the  weekly  half  holiday  for  chemists  and 
druggists  in  the  Woodside  Ward  on  Tuesday,  and  in  the  rest  of  the 
city  on  Wednesday  (Saturday  optional).  (Objections  to  this  ruling 
are  required  by  Jul}'  13. 

Reported  Missing.— Captain  A.  R.  Stewart,  R.A.S.C,  M.P.S., 
who  carried  on  business  as  a  chemist  in  Main  Street,  Bridgend,  Perth, 
is  reported  missing. — Captain  A.  Eraser  Mcintosh,  M.P.S.,  has 
been  reported  missing  since  June  12.  Captain  Mcintosh  was  twenty- 
five  and  quahfied  in  October  1938.  When  war  broke  out  he  was 
assistant  to  R.  Woolby  Brooke,  Gloucester  Road,  London.  He 
enlisted  in  the  Territorials  in  September  1938,  receiving  a  commission 
as  second  lieutenant.  In  November  1939  he  was  promoted  captain, 
and  proceeded  to  France  in  January  of  this  year.  Prior  to  his  being 
mobilised  he  was  appointed  chemist  in  the  Rodine  works  of  Thomas 
Harley,  Ltd.,  Perth,  of  which  his  father  is  managing  director. 

EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 

Import  of  Medicaments,  Jamaica. — From  January  i,  1941,  the 
importation  into  Jamaica  is  prohibited  of  medicaments  of  any  nature, 
the  formula  or  composition  of  which  is  not  clearly  printed  in  the 
English  or  French  language  on  the  container. 

A.R.P.  in  South  Africa. — Chemists  and  druggists  in  Johannes- 
burg have  made  the  proposal  that  chemists'  shops  throughout  the 
Union  should  be  used  in  air-raid  precautions  work.  The  proposals 
have  been  formulated  by  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of 
South  Africa  in  conjunction  with  the  Red  Cross  Society.  They  are 
to  be  discussed  more  fully  at  a  meeting  of  the  Witwatersrand  Branch 
of  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies,  but  the  suggestion  has 
already  been  well  received  in  many  other  parts  of  the  country, 
especially  as  it  is  realised  that  little  A.R.P.  work  has  been  done  in 
South  Africa.  The  main  idea  is  that  each  of  the  900  chemists'  shops 
in  the  Union  should  be  equipped  as  an  emergency  dressing-station 
and  centre  for  A.R.P.  work  and  that  all  chemists  should  be  trained 
in  advanced  first  aid  and  A.R.P.  work.  Thus  each  of  these  shops 
would  become  an  auxiliary  Red  Cross  depot,  and  would  serve  not 
only  as  an  emergency  dressing-station  but  also  as  a  point  for  the 
dissemination  of  information  to  the  public  about  auxiliary  war 
services.  The  bulk  of  the  registered  chemists  in  South  Africa  are 
strongly  in  support  of  the  suggestion  and  there  have  been  many 
offers  to  co-operate  fully  in  the  scheme.  Certain  municipalities 
have  shown  themselves  willing  to  support  the  proposal. 

Indian  Chemical  Manufacturers'  Association. — The  report  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Indian  Chemical  Manufacturers'  Association 
for  the  year  1938/39  states  that  the  Association  now  represents  the 
interests  of  manufacturers  of  chemical,  pharmaceutical  and  allied 
products  from  various  provinces  and  states  of  India,  including 
Bengal,  Bihar,  United  Provinces,  Punjab,  Bombay,  Madras,  Barodo, 
Mysore  and  Travancore.  The  committee  of  the  Association  was 
elected  at  the  inaugural  meeting  and  consists  of  the  following 
members :  President,  Acharya  Sir  P.  C.  Ray ;  Vice-Presidents,  Raj 
Mitra  B.  D.  Amin  (Alembic  Chemical  Works  Co.,  Ltd.)  and  Mr.  J.  N. 
Lahiri  (Bengal  Chemical  &  Pharmaceutical  Works,  Ltd.)  ;  Com- 
mittee, Dr.  H.  Ghosh  (Standard  Pharmaceutical  Works,  Ltd.), 
Messrs.  R.  L.  Nopany  (New  India  Chemical  &  Pharmaceutical 
Works,  Ltd.),  Mohamed  Hanif  (Bharat  Laboratory  &  Chemical 
Works,  Ltd.),  B.  K.  Birla  (Kumar  Chemical  &  Pharmaceutical 
Works,  Ltd.),  J.  S.  Amin  (Alembic  Chemical  Works  Co.,  Ltd.), 
and  M.  Mirza  (Bharat  Starch  &  Chemicals,  Ltd.).  Mr.  B.  Maitra 
(Calcutta  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.)  was  subsequently  co-opted.  During 
the  year  under  review  Mr.  D.  S.  Amin  had  been  nominated  in  place 
of  Mr.  J.  S.  Amin  owing  to  the  latter's  death.  Mr.  B.  K.  Birla  had 
resigned  and  his  place  had  been  filled  by  co-option  of  Mr.  C.  S.  Millar 
(Parry  &  Co.).  Mr.  M.  Mirza  had  also  resigned  and  his  place  had 
been  taken  by  Mr.  Dinanath  Aurora,  who  resigned  subsequently. 
The  Association  has  been  affiliated  to  the  Indian  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, Calcutta,  and  its  offices  are  situated  at  the  premises  of  the 
Chamber,  now  at  102A  Clive  Street,  Calcutta.  The  report  contains 
information  on  problems  appertaining  to  the  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical industries. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Alteration  of  Objects. — Mr.  Justice  Simonds,  in  the  Cliancery 
Division,  on  July  8,  confirmed  an  alteration  of  the  objects  of  the 
Institution  of  Chemical  Engineers.  Mr.  T.  D.  D.  Divine,  for  the 
Institution,  said  that  it  was  formed  mainly  to  promote  the  science 
and  practice  of  chemical  engineering,  but  it  contained  among  its 
objects  one  or  two  minor  matters  which  were  not  wholly  charitable. 
The  object  of  the  alteration  was  to  remove  these  so  that  the  Institu- 
tion could  obtain  the  exemption  from  income  tax  given  to  bodies 
established  for  charitable  purposes  only.  The  Board  of  Trade  offered 
no  objection  to  the  alteration. 

Injunction  Granted. — In  the  Chancery  Division,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Crossman,  on  June  28,  Genatosan,  Ltd.,  and  Whiteways 
Cyder  Co.,  Ltd.,  moved  for  an  interlocutory  injunction  against 
Lawrences  (Leeds),  Ltd.  (trading  as  the  Northern  Wine  Stores)  and 
Beverages,  Ltd.,  to  restrain  infringement  of  two  registered  trade 
marks  and  "passing-off."  It  was  stated  the  parties  had  agreed, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Court,  to  treat  the  motion  as  the  trial 
of  the  action.  Defendants  would  consent  to  the  relief  asked  for  by 
the  writ.  This  included  an  injunction,  an  order  for  delivery  up  of 
the  labels  and  advertisements  complained  of,  and  costs. 
Mr.  Justice  Crossman  made  an  order  as  agreed. 

Applications  for  Declarations. — Mr.  Justice  Simonds,  in  the 
Chancery  Division,  on  July  5,  dismissed,  with  costs,  an  action 
brought  by  Mr.  N.  A.  Bronsten,  Woodland  Drive,  East  Horsley, 
Surrey,  against  Amblins  (Chemists),  Ltd.,  Brook  Street,  West- 
minster, London,  and  Mr.  Archie  Gillinson,  Harrow  Road,  London, 
claiming  a  declaration  that  there  was  no  subsisting  contract  for  the 
sale  by  the  defendants  to  Mr.  Bronsten  of  the  goodwill  and  assets 
of  a  chemist's  business  at  Swiss  Cottage,  London,  N.W. 

Mr.  Bronsten,  by  his  statement  of  claim,  said  that  in  the  early 
part  of  1940  negotiations  for  the  sale  of  the  business  took  place 
between  him  and  Mr.  Gillinson,  who  was  secretary  of  the  company. 

On  February  15  a  document  was  executed,  and  it  was  argued 
that  this  was  not  a  concluded  agreement.  Alternatively,  it  was 
contended  that  the  agreement  was  repudiated  by  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Justice  Simonds  held  that  the  document  was  intended  to  be 
an  agreement  binding  on  the  parties  and  that  there  had  been  no 
repudiation  as  alleged.  The  claim  failed  both  against  the  company 
and  against  Mr.  Gillinson  who,  said  the  Judge,  was  added  unne- 
cessarily as  a  defendant  in  the  case. 

The  defendants,  added  his  Lordship,  had  put  in  a  counterclaim 
asking  for  a  declaration  that  there  was  a  subsisting  agreement.  He 
saw  no  reason  why  the  court  should  make  any  such  declaration, 
which  led  to  nothing,  and  the  counterclaim  also  failed  and  would  be 
dismissed,  with  costs. 


COMPANY  NEWS 

P.C.  means  Private  Company  and  R.O.  Registered  Office 

J.  T.  Hackett  &  Co.,  Ltd.  (P.C). — Capital  ;^i,ooo.  Objects: 
To  acquire  the  business  of  a  manufacturer  of  chemicals  and  dis- 
infectants, carried  on  by  J.  T.  Hackett  at  141  Vauxhall  Road, 
Liverpool,  as  "J.  T.  Hackett  &  Co."  R.O. :  141  Vauxhall  Road, 
Liverpool.   

International  Sponge  Importers,  Ltd. — Directors'  report  for 
year  ended  December  31,  1939,  shows  net  profit  amounted  to  £6,362  ; 
balance  brought  forward  from  1938  amounted  to  1,098,  making 
a  credit  balance  of  £17,460.  Directors  recommend  payment  of  a 
dividend  of  5  per  cent.,  less  income  tax,  on  the  cumulative  preference- 
share  capital  on  account  of  the  arrears  for  1935,  absorbing  £3,906, 
and  propose  to  carry  forward  the  remaining  balance  of  £13,554. 
The  retiring  director,  Mr.  A.  G.  Cresswell,  seeks  re-election. 


Receiver  Appointed. — Eugene  Rimmell,  Ltd. — In  the 
Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  July  9,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Bennett,  Mr.  Thompson,  appearing  for  plaintiff  in  a 
debenture-holder's  action  by  W.  R.  Starkie  against  Eugene  Rimmel, 
Ltd.,  moved  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  and  manager  of  the 
company.  Counsel  stated  that  the  company  were  prepared  to 
consent  to  the  order.  The  company  was  incorporated  in  1889  to 
manufacture  and  deal  in  perfumery  and  other  articles.  In  August 
1929,  it  issued  ninety  debentures  for  £100  each,  all  outstanding. 

Mr.  Justice  Bennett  asked  why  the  principal  sum  was  payable. 
Mr.  Thompson  replied  that  the  principal  money  was  not  yet  payable. 
The  case  was  one  of  jeopardy.  For  a  considerable  time  the  company 
had  been  trading  at  a  loss.  For  the  year  ended  December  1938 
there  was  a  net  trading  loss  of  £^3,519,  making  a  total  accumulated 
loss  of  £49,627.  The  main  tangible  assets  consisted  of  freehold 
property  at  the  Hague  of  the  value  of  £3,318,  and  shares  in  a  French 
subsidiary  company.  From  a  letter  written  by  the  secretary  of  the 
company  on  June  18,  1940,  it  appeared  that  the  assets  were  not  worth 
more  than  £4,200,  against  liabilities  of  £17,370,  including  £2,500  for 
arrears  of  rent.  The  secretary  stated  that  the  company  was  not  in 
a  position  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  debentures. 

Mr.  Justice  Bennett :  "  Is  there  a  business  to  manage  ?  " 

Mr.  Thompson  said  there  was  in  this  country  stock  of  the  value 
of  £3,000,  and  the  company  had  had  a  retail  shop  in  Regent  Street, 
London,  but  this  business  had  recently  been  abandoned.  The 
wholesale  business  was  still  being  carried  on  at  Hackney,  and  goods 
were  being  manufactured  and  sold  under  the  company's  trade  marks. 

Mr.  Justice  Bennett  said  he  would  appoint  Mr.  R.  T.  Tiplady 
receiver  and  manager  of  the  company,  with  liberty  to  act  at  once, 
but  not  beyond  October  15  without  the  leave  of  the  Court. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Complicated  Control. — The  space  occupied  in  your  last  week's 
issue  and  its  Coloured  Supplement  by  notices  of  Government  control 
of  various  goods  and  operations  amounts  in  all  to  about  three  pages. 
This  feature  has  ceased  to  surprise  those  who  remember  the  similar 
spate  of  official  regulations  during  the  years  of  the  last  war.  I  have 
before  me  your  Diary  for  1919,  published  when  control  of  this  kind 
was  at  its  height :  the  section  dealing  with  the  subject,  excluding 
from  its  scope  import  and  export  regulations,  comprises  approx:i- 
mately  150  substances  or  groups  of  substances.  Some  of  these  had 
been  subject  to  amending  regulations.  The  substances  named  in  the 
import  and  export  regulations  referred  to  number  still  more.  All 
this  was  very  complicated,  though  certain  of  the  controlled  articles 
were,  in  the  nature  of  things,  of  limited  interest.  The  practical  point 
arising  out  of  the  present  growth  of  statutory  orders  is  that  we  all 
need  to  read  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  with  due  attention,  lest 
we  miss  something  of  importance  to  ourselves  in  this  multiplicity 
of  shalts  and  shalt  nots.  Occasionally  this  type  of  news  includes  a 
concession,  as  on  p.  xvi  of  the  Supplement,  where  we  read  that  "any 
sums  representing  reasonable  remuneration  in  connexion  with 
personal  service  in  business  may  be  taken  into  account." 

The  Banner  of  Civilisation. — A  sentence  in  an  article  in  your 
Annual  Special  Issue  of  June  30,  1923,  began  with  these  words ; 
"If,  in  the  mutations  of  human  affairs,  a  Dark  Age  should  again 
descend  upon  Europe."  At  the  moment  the  words  have  a  painful 
significance  in  view  of  the  threat  to  our  civilisation.  It  is  therefore 
the  more  satisfactory  to  notice,  in  going  through  last  week's  C.  &-  D., 
several  items  of  news  reminding  us  of  the  fact  that  we  are  still  a 
civilised  community.  The  picture  page  (p.  3)  is  in  itself  sufficient 
evidence  of  this.  There  we  find  that  it  is  possible  to  make,  in  the 
time-honoured  way,  a  presentation  to  a  retiring  director,  and  to 
take  a  group  photograph  at  the  ceremony.  We  also  find  that  the 


laboratory  accommodation  of  a  provincial  technical  college  has  been 
considerably  extended,  with  prospective  benefit  to  present  and  future 
students.  And  finally,  we  find  that  one  of  our  trade  manufacturing 
houses  is  leading  Europe,  and  perhaps  the  world,  in  the  installation 
of  gas-driven  motor  vans  of  a  certain  type.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
this  conversion  of  vehicles  of  an  older  type  has  been  done  by  the 
company's  own  engineers  in  their  own  workshops.  I  am  no  en- 
gineer— that,  no  doubt,  is  my  loss — but  I  can  appreciate  the 
typically  British  enterprise  shown. 

The  Rose  Case. — For  most  of  us  an  air  of  mystery  has  hitherto 
enveloped  the  Rose  case :  we  realised  its  importance,  but  we  never 
knew  quite  how  this  came  about,  in  spite  of  the  space  allotted  to  it 
in  Wootton's  "Chronicles  of  Pharmacy."  The  conclusion  of  the 
contributed  article  on  this  landmark  in  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
history  (p.  8)  places  the  matter  in  due  perspective,  and  you  are 
equally  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  postscript  by  Dr.  Cecil  Wall, 
evidently  selected  from  exclusive  sources  of  information.  I  infer 
that  one  of  the  unnamed  books  alluded  to  in  the  concluding  para- 
graphs of  the  article  is  "Tentamen  Medicinale "  (1704),  an  enter- 
taining piece  of  polemic  at  the  expense  of  the  voluble  Pitt.  The 
anonymous  author  asked,  among  other  questions,  what  Pitt  meant 
by  "artificial  deaths,"  and  commented:  " 'Tis  not  those,  surely, 
whom  these  Doctors  kill  secundum  Artem."  This  work  evoked 
"A  Short  Answer  to  .  .  .  Tentamen  Medicinale"  (1705),  a  libellous 
publication  according  to  the  modern  standard.  In  it  the  old  aphorism 
"  An  Apothecary  is  but  a  Medical  Cook,"  found  with  slightly  different 
wording  in  "  Bulleins  Bulwarke  of  Defence"  (1562),  was  brought 
forth  again.  The  latest  contemporary  reference  to  this  particular 
controversy,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  occurs  in  the  third  "dialogue" 
of  "A  Treatise  of  the  Hypochondriack  and  Hysterick  Passions" 
(171 1),  by  B.  De  Mandeville,  M.D.  Xroyser 
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PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Sugar  for  Invalids. — Replying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Burke  on 
July  3,  Mr.  Boothby  (Parliamentary'  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Food)  said  the  question  whether  certain  invalids  required  an 
increased  sugar  ration  had  been  considered  by  the  Food  Rationing 
(Special  Diets)  Committee  of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  which 
had  advised  that  extra  rations  should  be  allowed  to  those  suffering 
from  spontaneous  hypoglycaemia.  It  was  not  considered  that  extra 
sugar  rations  were  required  for  any  other  type  of  invalid. 

Protection  of  Shop  Windows  from  Blast. — The  Home  Secretary 
stated  on  July  4,  in  reply  to  questions  whether  his  attention  had 
been  called  to  mechanical  devices  for  the  protection  of  shop  windows 
from  the  effect  of  blast  in  air  raids,  whether  such  devices  had  been 
tested  officially  or  otherwise,  and  whether  he  could  recommend 
their  use,  that  the  value  of  the  devices  had  been  investigated  but  the 
results  disclosed  no  grounds  for  thinking  that  they  were  likely  to 
prove  as  useful  as  methods  of  protection  recommended  officially. 

National  Health  Insurance  Income  Limits. — Mr.  Rhys  Davies 
asked  the  Minister  of  Health  on  July  4  whether,  in  view  of  the 
proposal  to  increase  the  income  limit  for  non-manual  workers  to 
^420  under  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Bill  now  before  Parlia- 
ment, he  would  introduce  legislation  to  amend  the  Health  Insurance 
scheme  likewise.  The  Minister,  in  reply,  stated  that  the  raising  of  the 
Umit  for  Unemployment  Insurance  would  not  necessarily  involve  a 
similar  change  for  National  Health  Insurance,  but  the  matter  was 
receiving  consideration. 

Pharmacies  as  First-Aid  Depots. — Mr.  Logan  asked  the  Home 
Secretary  on  July  2  whether  he  was  aware  that  there  were  24,000 
chemists  and  12,000  chemists'  businesses  in  England  and  Wales,  and 
whether  he  would  take  steps  to  include  these  businesses,  together 
with  those  in  Scotland,  under  central  Government  control,  and 
thereby  assist  in  the  great  national  war  effort  ? 

The  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department  (Mr. 
Peake)  :  I  am  not  clear  as  to  the  grounds  on  which  it  is  suggested 
that  central  control  of  this  particular  class  of  retail  business  would 
contribute  to  the  national  war  effort.  .  .  . 

Mr.  Logan :  My  object  ...  is  to  ask  that  chemists'  shops  in 
congested  areas  may  be  used  as  first-aid  centres. 

Mr.  Peake:  The  only  interest  of  the  Home  Office  in  chemists' 
shops  as  such  is  in  regard  to  the  requirements  of  certain  Acts  of 
Parliament  dealing  with  the  sale  of  poisons,  but  I  will  convev  the 

.  .  suggestion  to  my  right  hon.  Friend  the  Minister  of  Health. 

CHEMIST  STRUCK  OFF  REGISTER 

As  stated  in  C.  6-  D.  Coloured  Supplement  (July  6,  p.  xvi) ,  a  chemist's 
name  was  removed  from  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  after 
an  inquiry  by  the  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
which  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  July  3. 
The  chemist  was  Mr.  H.  H.  Lever,  51D  New  Briggate,  Leeds,  and 
he  did  not  appear  before  the  Committee  and  was  not  represented. 
Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead  (secretary  to  the  Society)  read  the  notice 
of  complaint,  which  stated  that  an  inspector  of  the  Society  visited 
Mr.  Lever's  premises  on  February  28,  1938,  and  November  29,  1938, 
and  his  attention  was  drawn  to  incomplete  entries  in  the  poisons 
register  relating  to  sales  of  Ergoapiol  capsules.  Further,  he  was 
recently  convicted  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Castle,  outlining  the  facts  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  said 
that,  acting  on  the  instructions  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Roberts  (an  inspector 
of  the  Society)  a  woman  agent  entered  Mr.  Lever's  premises  at  about 
6.15  p.m.  on  February  29.  Mr.  Roberts  had  reason  to  suppose  there 
would  be  veiy  little  difficulty  in  buying  Ergoapiol  capsules,  and  he 
gave  the  woman  agent  a  slip  on  which  was  typed  "one  tin  of 
Ergoapiol  capsules."  She  was  told  to  call  back  the  next  morning,  or 
they  could  be  posted  to  her.  She  left  the  shop  and  reported  the 
|j  conversation  to  Mr.  Roberts,  who  came  to  the  conclusion  that  what 

I  had  occurred  was  not  a  definite  refusal  to  supply,  so  she  was  sent 

back  to  the  shop  and  told  to  say  that  she  would  like  Mr.  Lever 
to  get  her  some  and  post  them  to  her.  He  then  told  her  that  if  .she 
was  in  town  at  about  8  p.m.  he  would  probably  be  able  to  supply 
them,  and  she  did  so.  On  her  return,  Mr.  Lever  asked  her  if  she  knew 
anyone  in  the  district,  and  she  said  she  did  not.  He  then  told  her 
i  that  as  the  capsules  were  a  poison,  she  would  have  to  sign  the 

|1  register,  but  when  she  said  she  came  from  Halifax,  he  told  her 

tj  there  was  no  need  to  sign.  Although  the  woman  had  not  mentioned 

}!  pregnancy,  Mr.  Lever  asked  her  how  far  she  had  gone,  and  when 

?:|  he  took  the  iis.  6d.  for  the  capsules  he  said  that  if  they  did  not 

ii!  act,  she  must  be  in  a  bad  way.  Mr.  Castle  said  that  he  prosecuted 

|!  at  the  police  court,  and  he  drew  the  magistrate's  attention  to  the 

part  of  the  conversation  which  suggested  that  Mr.  Lever  was  selling 
';j  these  capsules  to  the  lady  believing  that  she  was  pregnant,  and 


believing  that  she  desired  the  capsules  to  terminate  the  pregnancy. 
This,  of  course,  was  not  so,  as  she  acted  entirely  as  Mr.  Roberts's 
agent.  Because  of  this,  the  magistrate  took  a  serious  view  of  the 
case,  although  no  evidence  was  called,  but  he  mentioned  that  there 
had  been  two  previous  warnings.  The  inspector  had  noted  a  number 
of  incomplete  entries  relating  to  Ergoapiol  capsules,  inasmuch  as 
they  did  not  mention  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  required. 
Mr.  Lever  was  not  in  the  shop  on  February  13,  1939,  when  the  same 
fault  was  noticed  by  the  inspector  in  the  poisons  register.  After 
evidence  by  the  agent,  Mr.  Roberts  said  that  when  he  went  into 
the  shop  and  asked  for  an  explanation,  Mr.  Lever  said  that  he  was 
rather  confused  and  he  had  been  harassed  by  his  army  experiences. 
He  said  that  he  had  in  fact  told  her  she  would  have  to  sign  the 
register,  but  then  forgot  to  produce  it. 

After  a  short  consideration,  the  Committee  directed  the  Registrar 
to  remove  Mr.  Lever's  name  from  the  Register. 

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Blackburn. — Statistics  submitted  recently  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  show  that  the  average  drug  cost  per  insured  person  in 
Blackburn  is  greater  than  in  most  neighbouring  areas.  Comparative 
figures  are  :  Blackburn,  50-43d. ;  Bury,  49-ood. ;  Blackpool,  44'53d. ; 
Preston,  42-53d. ;  Burnley,  42-05d. ;  Westmorland,  4i-75d. ;  Bolton, 
38'8id.  The  average  drug  cost  per  insured  person  for  the  ten  areas 
in  1939  was  44-3d.,  against  50-43d.  in  Blackburn. 

Blackpool. — In  1939,  252,120  prescriptions  were  dispensed  in 
the  Insurance  Committee's  area,  compared  with  46,876  in  1919. 
The  amount  paid  to  chemists  of  £g.-]i2,  against  £1,610.  'The  average 
cost  was  gjd.  per  prescription  and  3s.  8^d.  per  insured  person, 
against  8-|d.  and  2S.  oid.  in  1919. 

Hereford. — Prescriptions  dispensed  by  chemists  during  January, 
February  and  March  numbered  36,104,  compared  with  24,823  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

Plymouth. — A  proposal  from  the  medical  benefit  subcommittee 
that  medical  benefit  should  be  extended  to  dependants  of  insured 
persons  in  H.M.  Forces,  on  a  non-contributory  basis,  was  not  put 
to  the  vote  by  the  Devon  Insurance  Committee.  The  chairman  (Mr. 
P.  F.  Rowsell)  explained  that  the  Government  attitude  was  that 
they  could  not  fairly  distinguish  between  dependants  of  men  serving 
with  the  armed  forces  and  dependants  of  insured  civilians,  and  were 
not  justified  in  agreeing  to  such  a  far-reaching  development. 

Shropshire. — The  Insurance  Committee  has  decided  to  inform 
chemists  in  Shrewsbury  that  one  of  their  number  must  be  available 
for  dispensing  on  Thursday  evenings  and  Sundays. 

Stirling. — Mr.  John  Skinner,  M.P.S.,  Barnton  Street,  in  a  letter 
to  the  Burgh  Insurance  Committee,  has  requested  answers  to  the 
questions ;  (a)  Should  a  chemist  receiving  a  prescription  for  a 
proprietary  refuse  to  dispense  it  ?  (fe)  Should  he  substitute  what  in 
his  opinion  is  a  B.P.  or  a  B.P.C.  equivalent.'  (c)  In  the  event  of 
his  following  the  latter  course,  is  the  Committee  prepared  to 
indemnify  him  against  prosecution  by  the  maker  of  the  proprietary' 
concerned  ?  The  Clerk  explained  that  he  had  taken  the  matter  up 
with  Mr.  A.  G.  Gilmour  (Superintendent  and  Clerk  of  the  Central 
Checking  Bureau),  and  Mr.  Gilmour  had  drawn  attention  to  the 
Committee's  decision  that  axiy  drugs  for  which  there  was  a  B.P.  or 
B.P.C.  equivalent  should  be  disallowed.  In  the  circumstances,  a 
practitioner  should  not  prescribe  nor  a  chemist  dispense  such  a  pro- 
prietary preparation,  having  regard  to  the  Committee's  clear  and 
definite  instruction.  The  chairman  thought  the  Committee  should 
simply  convey  that  information  to  Mr.  Skinner,  but  Miss  Tasker 
remarked  that  this  did  not  answer  the  question  about  the  indemnitj-. 
The  Clerk :  No ;  but  he  has  his  instructions.  The};-  were  issued  to 
both  doctors  and  chemists.  If  a  prescription  comes  in  from  a  doctor 
for  a  proprietary  and  there  is  an  equivalent,  the  chemist  is  bound 
to  give  the  equivalent.  Mr.  Skinner  suggests  that  if  he  gets  such 
a  prescription  from  a  doctor  his  duty  is  to  go  back  to  the  doctor 
and  get  his  authority  to  supply  the  B.P.C.  equivalent.  Dr.  J.  W. 
Cowie :  Let  him  use  his  common  sense.  The  chairman :  And,  if 
necessary,  go  back  to  the  doctor. 

Walsall. — At  a  meeting  of  one  of  the  subcommittees  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  recently  complaints  were  made  about  the  difficulty 
of  getting  doctors'  prescriptions  made  up  on  Sundays.  Since  the 
war  started  certain  chemists'  shops  have  been  open  from  noon  to 
one  p.m.  on  Sundays,  but  it  is  felt  that  a  reversion  to  the  evening 
opening  (6  to  7  p.m.)  is  desirable.  It  is  understood  that  a  recom- 
mendation to  this  effect  will  shortly  be  made  to  the  Committee. 

Wigan. — In  the  Insurance  Committee's  area  194,770  prescrip- 
tions were  issued  in  the  course  of  the  j-ear  at  an  average  cost  per 
insured  person  of  40-28d.  The  average  cost  per  prescription  was 
8-i3d.,  and  the  amount  paid  to  chemists  /6,592.

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ONE-MAN  BUSINESSES 

The  following  memorandum  has  been  issued  by  the  Central  Price 
Regulation  Committee  regarding  the  recent  addition:  "Sums 
representing  reasonable  remuneration  in  respect  of  services  rendered 
in  connexion  with  the  business"  (C.  &  D.,  June  22,  p.  443)  : — . 

(1)  One  of  the  main  objects  of  the  new  Order  is  to  remove  the  anomaly 
which  had  existed  between  the  man  who  carried  on  his  business  himself 
and  in  his  own  name  and  the  man  who  had  formed  his  business  into  a 
limited  company  and  then  obtained  the  appointment  of  himself  as  managing 
director.  In  the  latter  case  the  proper  managing  director's  remuneration 
would  be  a  legitimate  "expense"  in  arriving  at  the  selling  price;  but  in 
the  former  case  there  could  be  no  such  charge  under  the  Schedule  as  it 
originally  stood,  so  that  a  fall  in  the  number  of  price-regulated  articles 
sold  might  reduce  his  permissible  profit  below  a  subsistence  level. 

(2)  By  the  new  Order,  therefore,  the  proprietor  of  the  unincorporated 
"one-man  business"  will  be  able  to  briug  in  as  an  "expense"  under  the 
Act  a  sum  for  reasonable  remuneration  for  his  own  services.  In  the  view 
of  the  Central  Committee  the  proper  test  of  reasonableness  is — supposing 
the  proprietor  were  incapacitated  by  illness  or  accident,  what  would  he 
have  to  pay  to  someone  else  to  manage  the  business  for  him?  The  actual 
drawings  from  the  business  immediately  before  the  war  would  not  be 
a  proper  test. 

(3)  The  question  has  also  been  asked — does  not  the  owner-manager 
deserve  a  higher  scale  of  remuneration  than  the  salaried  manager?  The 
answer  to  this  question  is  "No."  The  Order  only  authorises  remuneration 
for  the  services  of  management,  and  not  for  the  use  of  capital.  The  manag- 
ing director  of  a  company  is  not  entitled  to  a  greater  salary  as  such  because 
he  also  owns  all  the  shares  of  the  company. 

(4)  Finally,  it  is  of  unportance  to  notice  that,  if  advantage  is  to  be 
talien  of  the  new  Order,  remuneration  for  services  must  be  brought  into 
account  as  an  expense  both  in  arriving  at  the  basic  price  pre-war  and  in 
arriving  at  the  permitted  price  now.  The  first  Schedule  to  the  Act  must 
be  read  with  Section  4,  which  refers  to  "changes  in  the  business  in  relation 
to  the  matters  specified"  in  the  Schedule.  If  it  were  otherwise,  the  trader 
could  justify  a  price  not  only  sufficient  to  bring  him  his  remuneration  as 
manager,  but  also  the  fuU  amount  of  his  pre-war  profit  per  article,  notwith  - 
standing  that  such  profit  in  part  represented  his  reward  for  services. 
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Limitation  of  Supplies 

i?E  have  been  given  an  official  interpretation  on  a  point  of  consid- 
Israble  importance  to  registered  suppliers  in  connexion  with  the 
pomputation  of  the  restriction  of  home  supplies  under  the  Limitation 
Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  Order,  1940.  The  restriction  of  suppUes 
■to  be  made  must  be  calculated  in  respect  of  each  class  of  controlled 
Igoods.  For  instance,  Class  16,  "Perfumery  and  toilet  preparations 
|(other  than  soap  and  shaving  soap,  toothpaste  and  tooth  powder)  " 
covers  a  considerable  number  of  articles  and  products.  Registered 
sappliers  must  restrict  the  aggregate  value  of  their  supplies  of  all  the 
Ivarious  types  of  goods  in  this  class.  They  may  vary  (in  value)  the 
Isupplies  of  individual  articles  or  products  within  that  class.  If,  for 
■example,  a  registered  supplier  handles  toilet  powder  and,  say,  bath 
]salts  or  manicure  preparations,  his  supplies  during  the  period  of 
operation  of  the  Order  of  toilet  powder  may  be  increased,  say,  50 
per  cent,  provided  he  makes  a  requisite  reduction  in  supplies  of  bath 
Isalts,  manicure  preparations  or  any  other  goods  within  the  same 
class,  so  that  his  aggregate  supplies  of  that  class  of  goods  conform 
Ito  the  requirements  of  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  Order.  The  same 
■procedure  would  apply  to  a  registered  supplier  who  handles  two  or 
■more  types  or  brands  of  the  same  kind  of  product.  If  he  suppHes 
Ithree  kinds  of  face  cream  he  can  increase  the  suppUes  of  either  or 
laU  of  the  creams  provided  he  decreases  the  supplies  of  other  types 
lof  goods  within  the  class  to  the  requisite  aggregate  required  by  the 
lOrder.  He  may  also  introduce  entirely  new  Hues  of  the  classes  of 
Igoods  restricted  by  the  Order  provided  his  aggregate  supplies  of 
I  that  class  of  goods  are  restricted  in  value  as  required. 

Purchase  Tax  Bill 

We  were  not  surprised  to  learn  that  the  second  reading  of  this 
measure,  which  was  to  have  been  taken  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Wednesday  last,  had  been  postponed.  Quite  apart  from  the  oppo- 
sition from  all  political  parties,  the  strength  of  which  already  suggests 
that  the  withdrawal  of  the  Bill  is  a  fair  possibility,  a  study  of  the 
administrative  provisions  for  assessment  and  collection  of  the  tax 
and  their  apphcation  in  detail  to  trades  and  industries,  admittedly 
complicated,  such  as  chemicals  and  allied  products,  quickly  brings 
to  the  surface  the  many  difficulties  and  doubts  that  are  bound  to 
arise.  The  basis  of  the  measure  is  a  tax  on  wholesale  business  trans- 
actions and  not  on  goods,  with  certain  exceptions.  The  wholesaler 
supplying  the  unregistered  consumer  or  retailer  is  liable  for  payment 


of  the  tax.  He  wUl  have  to  ascertain  if  each  particular  transaction 
relates  to  an  exempted  class  of  goods  or  not,  and  whether  his 
customer  is,  for  the  purpose  of  each  transaction,  registered  or  not. 
In  the  case  of  many  wholesalers  in  the  chemical,  drug  and  allied 
trades,  invoices  for  a  series  of  goods  are  likely  to  include  taxable 
and  non-taxable  items  with  possibly  the  rate  of  tax  varying  as  to 
the  type  of  goods.  Firms  which  are  both  wholesalers  and  retailers  will 
certainly  require  to  keep  extremely  detailed  records  of  their  buying 
and  selling  transactions.  Both  departmentally  and  commercially, 
the  enforcement  of  this  tax  as  at  present  proposed  must  involve 
substantial  increases  in  clerical  staffs,  and  the  net  financial  result, 
unless  the  levy  is  fixed  at  a  high  rate,  may  be  comparatively  Umited. 
It  might  well  be  urged  that  with  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  (Miscel- 
laneous) Order,  1940,  and  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1940,  trade 
and  industry  had  reached  the  limit  of  endurance  and  control,  if 
business  is  to  be  allowed  to  exist.  We  appreciate  that  today  ordinary 
commercial  business  must  take  second  place  to  the  nation's  war-time 
requirements,  but  we  are  doubtful  whether  the  adverse  effect  on  the 
amount  of  income  tax  derived  from  trade  and  industry  will  not  be 
greater  than  the  revenue  from  this  latest  impost  on  commerce. 

Saccharin 

During  the  past  six  months  we  have  received  a  steady  stream  of 
inquiries,  mostly  from  retailers,  as  to  whether  sales  prices  of 
saccharin  in  powder  or  tablet  form  were  officially  controlled.  To 
these  inquiries  we  have  replied,  "There  is  no  official  control  of  sales 
prices  either  of  the  powder  or  tablets."  But  the  idea  persists  that 
the  authorities  have  fixed  prices  for  these  products.  The  position 
to  date  is  as  follows :  There  is  no  Government  control  of  prices  of 
the  powder,  although  the  home  manufacturers  are  selling  at  the 
level  figure  of  98s.  4d.  per  lb.  (duty  83s.  4d.).  As  regards  the  tablets, 
here  also  sales  prices  have  not  been  fixed  by  the  authorities.  It  is 
understood  that  at  the  end  of  last  year  some  of  the  leading  tablet 
makers  decided  to  adopt  a  scale  of  prices  for  loo's  and  500's,  and 
although  the  scale  may  have  been  unofficially  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  it  was  not  made  the  subject  of  an  official  Order. 
While  these  prices  may  have  been  circulated  in  the  trade  and  may 
still  be  operating  in  some  quarters,  there  are,  it  appears,  other 
tablet  makers  who  have  neither  conformed  to  the  prices  nor  limited 
their  packs  to  the  two  sizes  mentioned. 

In  normal  times,  the  usual  saccharin  content  of  tablets  varied 
from  one-quarter  to  one-half  grain,  the  average  being  about  one- 
third  grain.  With  the  abnormal  war-time  demand,  this  quality 
may  have  deteriorated  in  isolated  instances.  We  are,  of  course, 
aware  that  the  recognised  and  old-established  tablet  makers  are 
maintaining  the  quality  of  their  products.  It  .seems,  therefore, 
that,  before  either  the  trade  or  the  authorities  can  set  up  a  scale  of 
fair  sales  prices  for  tablets,  a  definite  fixed  standard  of  saccharin 
content  should  be  defined  and  made  obligatory.  It  is  to  be  remem- 
bered that  prices  fixed  by  Government  Order  are  maximum  prices 
and  usually  leave  but  a  very  modest  margin  of  profit  for  those 
makers  who  sell  goods  of  first  quality.  It  would  in  the  case  of 
saccharin  tablets  not  be  difficult  for  anyone  to  produce  an  inferior 
tablet  and  sell  it  at  less  than  the  official  maximum  price  and  stiU 
make  rather  more  profit  than  the  makers  of  tablets  of  normal 
quality.   [See  "Correspondence,"  p.  26.) 

RECENT  RESEARCH 

Vitamins  in  Sponges. — Drumm  and  O'Connor  ("Nature," 
March  16,  p.  425)  describe  the  discovery  in  the  red  sponge 
Hymeniacidon  sanguineum  of  two  carotenoids,  echinenone  and 
y-carotene.  The  former  was  first  isolated  by  Lederer  in  1935,  but 
the  authors  claim  that  their  discovery  of  the  latter  constitutes  the 
first  occasion  on  which  y-carotene  has  been  isolated  from  inverte- 
brates.  Both  substances  have  vitamin-A  activity. 

Clotting  of  Preserved  Blood. — Tzanck,  Lureau  and  Pittaluga 
on  April  20  reported  to  the  French  Societe  de  Biologic  on  the  for- 
mation of  clots  in  citrated  preserved  human  blood.  Examination 
of  samples  of  blood  of  various  ages  showed  the  authors  that  the  clots 
may  take  two  forms  and  are  formed  at  two  different  periods.  Small 
microscopic  clots  composed  of  two  or  three  leucocytes  and  a  few- 
blood  platelets  begin  to  form  within  a  few  hours  in  the  sediment 
fl.oating  just  above  the  globular  mass.  Larger  clots  are  formed  later 
by  the  breaking-up  of  the  layer  of  leucocytes  and  thrombocytes 
formed  between  the  globular  mass  and  the  plasma  towards  the  end 
of  sedimentation. 
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GAS-CONTAMINATED  FOODSTUFFS 


A MEMORANDUM  on  arrangements  for  dealing  with  food 
contaminated  by  war  gases  has  recently  been  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  It  deals  with  the  administrative  control 
of  work  in  connexion  with  the  detection  and  subsequent  treatment 
of  contaminated  food,  the  instruction  and  duties  of  officers,  and 
includes  recommendations  regarding  the  decontamination  of  affected 
foodstuffs. 

Services  of  Chemical  Experts. — In  order  to  protect  the  public 
against  dangers  arising  from  contamination  of  foodstuffs  by  poisonous 
gas,  the  appointed  officers  of  the  local  authorities,  acting  under  the 
control  of  the  medical  officer  of  health,  will  primarily  be  concerned 
in  reaching  a  decision  whether  or  not  food  known  to  be,  or  suspected 
of  being,  contaminated  constitutes  a  danger  to  the  public.  Only 
if  they  are  in  difficulty  in  regard  to  the  question  whether  food  is  so 
contaminated  as  to  call  for  its  destruction  would  there  be  any 
question  of  their  obtaining  further  expert  assistance — e.g.,  the 
public  analyst.  In  cases  where  the  appointed  public  analyst  resides 
at  a  distance  from  the  authority  he  serves,  the  local  authority  may 
find  it  desirable  to  call  on  the  services  of  a  qualified  chemical  expert 
who  would  be'  immediately  available  and  it  would  be  particularly 
useful  if  the  person  selected  were  one  with  expert  knowledge  of 
food  chemistry  and  technology.  Officers  appointed  to  deal  with 
cases  of  gas  contamination  should  be  instructed  to  establish  as  close 
a  contact  as  is  practicable  with  the  chemical  staff  of  food  industries 
operating  in  their  area.  The  responsibility  for  seizing  foodstuffs 
suspected  of  being  contaminated,  or  for  ordering  their  treatment 
for  decontamination  or  their  destruction,  rests  solely  on  the  local 
authorities. 

On  decisions  reached  as  a  result  of  expert  opinion  expressed 
by  the  public  analyst  or  other  appointed  chemist,  foodstuffs  which 
have  been  held  under  suspicion  may  be  disposed  of  in  one  of  three 
ways  :  (a)  They  may  be  certified  as  fit  for  human  food  and,  therefore, 
be  released  for  consumption:  (h)  they  may  be  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  food  but  be  released  for  other  uses  (e.g.,  conversion  into 
animal  feeding  stuffs,  soap-boiling,  etc.) ;  (c)  they  may  be  totally 
condemned  and  marked  for  destruction. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  recommendations  made 
regarding  the  decontamination  and  treatment  of  foodstuffs  affected 
by  poison  gases. 

Lung-irritant  Gases  (Chlorine,  phosgene,  diphosgene,  chloro- 
picrin). — It  is  unlikely  that  exposure  of  foodstuffs  to  these  non- 
persistent  gases  will  result  in  their  edibility  being  affected  to  an 
extent  that  cannot  be  made  good  by  airing.  Foodstuffs  or  packages 
of  foodstuffs  should  be  spread  out  in  a  place — preferably  covered — 
where  circulation  of  air  will  carry  away  residual  gas  as  rapidly  as 
pos.sible.  Airing  should  be  continued  until  there-is  no  trace  of  smell 
of  the  gas.  In  most  cases,  a  period  of  about  twenty-four  hours  will 
suffice.  After  airing,  foodstuffs  should  be  carefully  examined  to 
ascertain  whether  their  quality  or  their  palatability  has  been  impaired 
as  the  result  of  exposure  to  the  gas.  (Flour  may  become  slightly  acid 
and  tea  may  be  rendered  rather  bitter.) 

Tear  Gases. — (a)  Non-persistent.  Treatment  should  follow  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  {b)  Persistent.  Owing 
to  the  unpleasant  smell  of  these  gases,  there  is  considerable  danger 
that  (contaminated)  foodstuffs  will  be  rendered  unpalatable.  If  the 
contamination  is  slight,  the  airing  procedure  described  above  should 
be  tried.  Contamination  by  splashes  of  liquid  tear  gases  may 
necessitate  their  being  condemned  as  unfit  for  food,  although  in  each 
case  the  possibility  of  separating  the  more  heavily  contaminated 
material  and  airing  the  remainder  should  be  considered.  I^iquids 
such  as  beer  and  milk,  affected  by  persistent  tear  gases,  will 
probably  be  rendered  so  unpalatable  that  they  have  to  be  destroyed. 

Nose-irritant  Gases. — These  arsenical  compounds  are  liberated 
in  the  form  of  smokes,  which  consist  of  exceedingly  minute  particles 
of  solid,  and  foodstuffs  which  have  come  into  contact  with  them 
should  be  treated  by  airing,  but  must  in  all  cases  be  held  under 
suspicion  in  view  of  the  danger  of  arsenical  contamination.  After 
airing,  these  foods  should  be  sampled  for  chemical  examination  and 
should  not  be  released  until  analyses  have  shown  that  the  arsenic 
content  does  not  constitute  a  danger.  Water  in  tanks  or  other 
supplies  used  for  drinking  purposes,  which  become  contaminated 
by  nose-irritant  gases,  must  be  run  away  until  the  supply  shows  no 
detectable  trace  of  arsenic  on  analysis. 

Blister  Gases  (Non-arsenical). — {a)  Vapour  coutaiuijiatiou. — 
Foods  affected  by  blister  gases,  such  as  mustard  gas,  should  be 
subjected  to  airing  as  promptly  as  possible.  This  treatment  will 
probably  restore  all,  except  those  of  a  fatty  nature,  to  an  edible 
condition.  Owing  to  the  rapidity  with  which  fats  absorb  blister-gas 
vapour,  fatty  foodstuffs  are  liable  to  become  rather  seriously  con- 


taminated. In  the  majority  of  cases,  this  contamination  will  aft'ec- 
only  the  superficial  layers  of  foods  such  as  butter,  bacon  and  fattyj 
meats.  Penetration  wiU  seldom  extend  beyond  20  mm.,  even  aftei 
twenty-four  hours'  exposure  to  a  relatively  high  concentration  ol 
vapour.  (6)  Spray  or  splash  contamination. — Relatively  light  con- 
tamination of  exposed  foodstuffs  by  very  small  droplets  of  blistei 
gas  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  they  will  have  to  be  condemned 
Where  it  is  practicable  to  wash  the  surface  with  a  stream  of  wateri 
as  in  the  case  of  potatoes,  oranges  and  some  other  foods,  this  shouL 
be  done  before  they  are  subjected  to  airing.  Light  droplet  con- 
tamination of  food  containers  such  as  wooden  boxes,  crates,  sacking 
meat  cloths,  etc.,  may  also  prove  less  troublesome  than  might  bf 
expected.  Packages  should  be  removed  with  as  little  delay  a; 
possible  to  the  open  air  or  to  a  covered  airing  site  where  the  covering; 
or  wrappings  can  be  removed  and  the  foods  themselves  subjected  td 
airing. 

Heavy  droplet  contamination  will  be  difficult  to  deal  with,  bul| 
all  foods  affected  in  this  way  are  not  necessarily  to  be  condemned 
Hosing  of  foods  considerably  reduces  surface  contamination  and  maj 
enable  decontamination  to  be  completed  by  subsequent  airing 
Examination  of  the  penetration  of  mustard  gas  from  large  dropsi 
on  the  surface  of  various  types  of  food  shows  that,  in  twenty-fouil 
hours,  under  ordinary  conditions,  there  is  seldom  significant  con 
tamination  deeper  than  -^-inch  below  the  exposed  surface.  Certairl 
foods  such  as  large  cheeses,  etc.,  might  be  saved  by  promptly  cuttind 
away  half  an  inch  or  more  in  depth  of  the  contaminated  surface 
The  remainder  should  be  aired.  Liquids  such  as  milk,  cream,  beer 
drinking  water,  etc.,  must  be  condemned  if  contaminated  by  droplet 
of  mustard  gas  or  similar  blister  gas. 

Heavy  contamination  of  food  containers  by  liquid  mustard  gaij 
will  require  special  treatment,  depending  on  the  character  of  the 
container.  The  outside  of  sealed  metal  containers  can  safely  bs 
treated  with  the  usual  watery  suspension  of  bleach,  after  whicf 
they  can  be  washed  or  hosed  down. 

Arsenical  Blister  Gas. — The  general  treatment  of  foodstufi; 
aft'ected  by  lewisite  should  follow  the  lines  indicated  for  use  ii! 
cases  of  mustard  gas  contamination,  but  the  danger  of  arsenicj 
poisoning  is  very  much  greater  than  where  nose-irritant  arseni( 
gases  are  concerned.  Foodstuffs  which  have  come  into  contact  witll 
lewisite  in  liquid  or  vapour  form  must  be  regarded  with  the  greatesl| 
suspicion. 

Destruction  of  Contaminated  Foodstuffs. — Burning  in  a  brigW] 
fire  is  recommended.  If  the  fire  is  not  burning  strongly,  there  is  £ 
danger  that  poisonous  material  will  be  \'olatilised  into  the  atmosphere] 
by  the  heat  instead  of  being  decomposed.  Wrappings,  boxes  and' 
other  materials  contaminated  with  liquid  mustard  gas  should  be 
burnt  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  If  there  is  likelihood  of  delay 
occurring,  it  would  be  advisable  to  sprinkle  the  material  with  bleacl 
as  a  temporary  expedient.  Contaminated  foods  can  also  be  disposed 
of  by  burial,  if  the  necessary  precautions  are  taken  beforehand  tc 
render  them  harmless,  but  this  is  not  as  satisfactory  as  burning 
Those  contaminated  by  liquid  mustard  gas  should  be  liberailj 
sprinkled  with  bleach  powder  before  covering  with  soil.  Buria 
should  be  such  that  a  depth  of  not  less  than  three  feet  of  soil  cover 
the  condemned  material.

Consumption  of  Saccharin 

Sir, — The  question  as  to  possible  deleterious  effects  of  saccharin 
when  employed  in  food  and  beverages  has  recently  been  discussed 
in  one  of  our  leading  newspapers.  In  the  course  of  the  correspondence 
a  lady,  whose  name  is  familiar  in  the  department  of  eugenics,  asserted 
that  it  is  a  "subtle  poison."  Now  this  substance  has  undergone 
extensive  trials  both  in  medicine  and  dietetics  covering  many  years, 
and  it  has  been  universally  accepted  as  being  harmless.  Nevertheless 
it  may  seem  that  some  authoritative  testimony  should  be  forth- 
coming to  support  experience  of  even  so  widespread  a  character. 
This  may  be  found  in  the  late  Dr.  Cushny's  "Text-book  of  Pharma- 
cology" (he  was  professor  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh) — the 
ninth  edition  edited  by  Dr.  Edmunds  (professor  in  the  University 
of  Michigan)  and  Dr.  Gunn  (professor  of  pharmacology  in  the 
University  of  Oxford),  in  which  it  is  stated  that  "saccharin  in 
ordinary  amounts  has  no  deleterious  action  on  the  digestion  or 
after  absorption."  A  mere  ipse  dixit  is  not  of  much  value  when  in 
conflict  with  expert  testimony  of  this  order. — Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — Saccharin  is  in  short  supply,  consequently  tablet  makers 
must  have  some  system  of  rationing  in  order  that  customers  may 
get  a  little,  however  small  that  may  be.  The  cost  of  saccharin,  as 
you  know,  is  largely  made  up  of  duty,  it  being  83s.  4d.  per  lb. 
as  against  the  saccharin  cost  of  15s.  per  lb.,  and  as  this  duty  must  be 
paid  before  saccharin  can  be  taken  out  of  bond,  we  think  it  reason- 
able that  abnormal  business  for  the  tablets  should  be  done  on  a  cash- 
with-order  basis.  We  made  an  announcement  in  the  trade  Press 
to  this  effect,  limiting  the  quantity  on  each  individual  order  to  not 
exceeding  three  dozen  loo's.  We  thought  by  so  doing  the  trade  would 
recognise  that  we  were  finding  difficulty  in  executing  orders.  The 
announcement,  however,  had  the  effect  of  an  advertisement  seeking 
business,  and  we  have  been  simply  inundated  with  orders  and 
cheques,  to  such  an  extent  that  we  now  find  ourselves  many  weeks 
behind  in  delivery.  This  will  cause  disappointment  to  some  people, 
and  in  some  minds  might  reflect  upon  us  as  having  received  cash  for 
something  which  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  deliver  immediately. 
We  are  the  creatures  of  circumstance  in  this  matter ;  we  are  doing 
all  we  possibly  can,  pressing  the  makers  of  saccharin  for  raw  material, 
and  working  thirteen  hours  a  day  when  we  get  it,  to  try  to  catch 
up  arrears  of  orders,  but  we  really  cannot  accept  any  more  orders  for 
saccharin  tablets  except  on  the  understanding  that  these  are  for  late 
delivery,  probably  the  middle  or  end  of  August. — Yours  truly,

Suicides'  Choice  of  Poison 

Sir, — The  table  of  poisoning  statistics  given  for  the  three  years 
1936~38  (C  &  D.,  June  22,  p.  446)  shows  that  the  number  of  suicides 
due  to  the  use  of  lysol  is  approximately  four  times  as  great  as  that 
due  to  the  next  highest  on  the  list,  hydrochloric  acid.  Why  do  these 
two  poisons  enjoy  such  popularity  with  unfortunate  persons  who 
decide  to  quit  this  life  ?  Is  it  because  their  names  are  more  familiar 
to  the  public,  or  because  they  may  be  purchased  from  any  shop 
holding  a  licence  to  sell  Part  2  poisons  ?  As  the  name  and  address  of 
the  seller  is  bound  by  law  to  be  on  the  container,  there  should  be 
no  difficulty  in  collecting  these  particulars  at  the  time  of  the  coroner's 
inquiry,  and  an  investigation  based  on  these  lines,  together  with  the 
details  gathered,  should  throw  some  light  on  the  means  to  be  adopted 
to  prevent  such  a  high  rate  of  fatalities  in  the  future,  and  incidentally 
strengthen  chemists'  complaints  against  the  unfairness  of  certain 
aspects  of  the  present  system  of  poisons  control. — Yours  faithfully,

At  that  date  the  apothecaries  made  up  medicines,  thus  fiUinj 
the  place  of  chemists  and  druggists,  while  physicians  attended  th 
sick  and  prescribed  for  them.  But  then,  as  now,  some  physician 
supplied  medicines,  and  were  thus  the  equivalent  of  the  presen 
dispensing  doctor.  Chnics  and  welfare  centres  today  give  medica 
treatment  and  supply  the  drugs  prescribed  at  prices  below  th 
wholesale  cost  to  the  retail  chemist.
